of Reading Taxpayers 


“The customary habit of falling back on | 
the real estate taxpayers cannot longer be 
indulged,” declared Richard D, Grant of 
Boston recently at the first open meeting of 
the newly-formed Taxpayers’ association in 
the neighboring town of Reading. Mr. Grant, 
who is secretary of the joint special commit 
tee on public expenditures recently created 
by the General Court, told the new organiza- 
tion that the time was at hand for vigorous 
action on the part of taxpayers to reduce | 
governmental expenditures. ‘““The only solu- 
tion,” he said, “is fo reduce our outlay.” 

Reading's association has somewhat the 
same aims and methods as the Andover Tax- | 
payers’ association. In his opening remarks at 
the meeting, Chairman Cook declared that 
the association is not out to harass any town 
board or official nor to attack any of the 
town officials. He maintained that the as- 
sociation did hope, by co-operative methods, 
to reduce town appropriations 25 per cent. 


cent higher than the statewide average and 
that it is likely that retrenchments can be 
made, 

“Spending Too Much” 
In his remarks concerning the present 
situation throughout the state Mr. Grant | 
pointed to definite instances of unwise ex- 
penditure of public funds. He spoke in part 
as follows: 
“Tt is unfortunately true, that the majority 
of those who have the power, through the 
ballot box, to curb the extravagance that is 
loading upon industry and the home owner 
an insupportable burden of taxation cannot 
easily be made to realize that by electing 
incompetent or wasteful public officials or 
demanding costly projects and special legis- 
lation, they are dissipating the very life- 
blood of the community. 

“Only 16 per cent of the people of Massa- 
chusetts pay taxes on real estate. Yet the 
same 16 per cent are required to pay more 
than 50 per cent of the entire cost of govern- 
ment. 

“But we have arrived at a crossroad where 
the choice is not so much one of finding new 
sources of tax money as of reducing with a 
firm hand the number of channels into which 
tax money is being poured. We are spending 
too much and we haven't got the money.” 

“No Time for Additional Taxes’’ 

“How anyone can argue that we need new 
subways, roads, public buildings and the like 
with the Commonwealth and its various sub- 
divisions facing a shortage of 50 million 
dollars in the conduct of their normal activi- 
ties is a question that, in private business 
might force a man to have his head examined.

Methuen Man Hurt 
in By-Pass Crash 


Chester Spinney of 537 Prospect street, 
Methuen, lay in the wreck of his car on the 
by-pass for half an hour Monday morning 
before being discovered by a truck driver 
employed by the Ward Baking company at 
7 o'clock. It is the belief of the Police depart- 
ment that while driving along the by-pass at 
about 6.30 a.m., the Methuen man lost 
control of his machine, which left the road 
and piled up against a telegraph pole. 

The injured driver was rushed in the Ward 
truck to Andover square, where Patrolman 
Frank McBride was on duty. Spinney was 
then transferred to the fire department 
ambulance and taken to the office of Dr. 
J. J. Daly, who treated him for lacerations of 
the nose. Later when he had regained con 
sciousness, the Methuen man was removed 
to his home in Dr. Daly’s car. 

Officer Carl Stevens investigated the case 
and found that the accident occurred 200 
feet south of the new filling station on the 
by-pass. The machine was a 1925 Maxwell 
coupe. Spinney told Dr. Daly that he did not 
know what had caused the crash. 


The Townsman will soon begin to give its 
readers the latest innovation in weekly news 
paper services, a news exchange with other 
town newspapers.

sociated Press or United Press is now well on 
its way toward actual realization. Through 
this service the readers of the Townsman 
and the other weeklies will be able to learn 
just how bad the unemployment situation is 
in the other towns, just what is being done to 
remedy conditions, what the town employee 
wage situation is, what is being done to 
lower the tax rate, etc. It is the Townsman’s 
| hope that the citizens of Andover will find 
| these little timely items of benefit when they 
| are forming opinions on the conduct of the 

town government. 

The actual details of the plan have not as 
yet been worked out, but in general it will 
mean that each paper in the association will 
send every other paper advance copies of the 
important stories on subjects of common 
interest each week, so that the weeklies will 
in the future be able to contain up-to-date 
stories of the other towns. In general, the 
Boston papers do not cover the governmental 
affairs of towns the size of Andover, and 
when they do the stories are so brief that they 
are not of great value. Papers in the cities 
near the towns do write up such matters in 
detail, but they cover only the towns near 
them and are not read in the towns farther 
away. This is a gap which the weeklies can 
fill. 

The papers which have declared their in- 
tention of joining the association to date are: 
the Reading Chronicle, the Lexington 
Townsman, the Wilmington News, the 
Palmer Journal-Register, the Concord Her 
ald, the Stoneham Independent, the Stone- 
ham Press, and the Winchester Star. 

Letters have been written to other weeklies, 
and answers are expected momentarily, In 
general, the towns about the size of Andover 
are the ones included in the plan. It is ex 
pected from the enthusiasm already aroused 
that before long there will be a 100 per cent 
enrollment, Letters, special deliveries, tele 
grams, and telephone calls have been keeping 
the Townsman office busy all week as paper 
after paper has signified its approval of the 
plan *

Is Upbraided along with Town Officials — Vote 
to Petition for Special Town Meeting 


“Constructive suggestions” for the relief 
of the unemployed, ranging all the way from 
planting potatoes in mid-summer to abolish- 
ing the Taxpayers’ association, were ad- 
vanced at the mass meeting held in the Town 
Hall Monday night by a committee of the 
unemployed. Those who spoke were free 
with their charges against the emergency 
committee, one man claiming an alliance 
with the lead trust. There were impassioned 
speeches, lengthy, dull speeches, and one or 
two good speeches. 

The mass meeting finally decided to peti- 
tion the Board of Selectmen to conduct a 
special town meeting for the purpose of 
appropriating $50,000 for the relief of the 
unemployed, The action carries with ita 
repudiation of the work of the Emergency 
committee, which was appointed a month ago 
to find a way out of the present unemploy- 
ment difficulty. The committee has been rais- 
ing money by public subscription and by 
contributions from the town pay envelopes. 
It has been spending about $500 a week on 
work for the unemployed at forty cents an 
hour and has necessarily had to allot the 
available work to those who needed it most. 
The wage question and the discrimination 
question were both the subject of heated 
debate during the course of Monday’s meet- 
ing. 
‘ihe meeting was opened by Matthew 
Burns, who called for the election of a chair- 
man. After the meeting had elected Mr. 
Burns, he started by saying that he would 
conduct things according to parliamentary 
law. Then he mentioned that he felt that it 
was all wrong to have an employed man act- 
ing as police officer at the door when there are 
several on the list who are not working. 

Mr. Burns’ introductory remarks were 
brief. He stated that the men whom the 
people had elected had passed the buck on to 
the emergency committee. The committee, he 
stated, started off to solicit funds and had 
made the town employees give “P part of 
their pay for charitable purposes. He called 
the system in the town at present “ organized 
pauperism,”” 

Uses Hammer for Gavel

Mr. Burns had been able to find only a steel

He would vote 
for an appropriation of $100,000, he said. 
| He felt that the town needed a new reservoir 
and that there were some loose ends of work 
| that could be cleared up 
| Mr. Dwyer, forgetting temporarily that he 
| had asked the meeting to stick to the point, 
| next gave an address on the assessors’ survey, 
| the connection being that if the town had not 
| spent this money, it could use it to help the 
| unemployed. 

Fred Sanborn then stated that the un 
}employed had been sent from the welfare 
| authorities to the Board of Public Works and 
then back again. His suggestion was for a 
permanent organization of the unemployed, 
and after he had attempted to explain how a 
man could save over $99 a year, he made a 
motion to form such an organization. Mr. 
Burns stated that they were here to put 
people to work and not to form labor unions, 
and he ruled the motion out of order. 

While the question of whether poor-house 
economics was in order or not was being 
thrashed out, Mr. Squires made a motion 
“to petition the taxpayers, the voters and 
citizens to call a special town meeting to ap- 
propriate no less than $10,000 and wipe out 
the taxpayers’ association.” Mr. Burns 
stated that he would take this up later, 

Mr. Dwyer arose once again, but he was 
cut short temporarily when Mr, Burns asked 
him if he were going to stop talking tonight. 
Mr. Dwyer reassured him in words, if not in 
}actions, Mr. Swanton was again applauded | 
}when he explained the purchases of the | 
emergency committee which Mr, Chambers 
had mentioned before. He stated that the | 
Andover merchant had received the contract 
for the shovels on a high bid, but that he had | 
not produced the goods and so Mr. Swanton | 
went to New Hampshire at his own expense | 
and bought the shovels at a low figure.

C. Carleton Kimball arose and stated that 
all had aired their views, and then he moved | 
adjournment.

appointed Moses who rose to lead the tax- 
payers’ out of the wilderness of excessive 
taxation.”’ He stated that Mr. O'Connell 
was a personal friend of his for many years, 
and went on to condemn the chairman of the | 
emergency committee on various points, He | 
made a demand that Andover mills be 
reserved for Andover people. Next he sug- 
gested the reservoir job mentioned earlier by | 
Mr, Chambers, Mr Kidd moved an appropri- | 
ation of $15,000, and this was accepted. | 

Mr. Chambers suggested a further ap- 
propriation of $20,000 for a new steam tur- | 
bine pump so that the water could be pumped 
to the reservoir. Mr, Burns made him sit 
down after having told him that the pump | 
would not be needed | 

Mr. Chambers also moved $15,000 for 
country roads in West Andover, and this we 
also accepted.

We think it 
it to come from, Please tell us and don't 
scold us, We are not brilliant, as my friend 
says, neither are we of the committee weal- 
thy. We have been told by outsiders Andover 
has handled the situation splendidly, but our 
committee feels we are not doing half what 
should be done. 

,‘None of us wanted this job. I begged the 
chairman of the selectmen not to appoint 
MGy sna 

“There are here tonight a few genuinely 
interested unemployed, who, I believe rely 
upon us to help them to the best of our ability 
and they—along with the three hundred 
registered unemployed who are not here 
believe that our committee are, perhaps, as 
qualified as any the talkative quartet here 
tonight could appoint. I doubt if exploiting 
the unemployed will advance the office-seck- 
ing aspirations of the self-appointed chair- 
man, He may have more success running as a 
Socialist, as I believe he just announced 
“There is only one course for you to take 
if you do not like our particular board and 
that is to ask the Selectmen to discharge us 
If this is done I shall thank sincerely the man, 
or group who proposes it. 

“Tn conclusion. Your chairman, perhaps 
because I am the only male member of the 
committee here, has propounded certain 
personal questions for me to answer. I will 
simply say that I stand here, I believe, secure 
in the good-will of the people of Andover. I 
feel assured that the time has not come for 
me to answer any of the questions of the 
constantly defeated, and thoroughly dis- 
credited Mr. Matthew Burns.” 

Following the conclusion of his address, 
Mr. O'Connell picked up his hat and left. 
Mr. Burns thereupon made a remark to the 
effect that it did not seem the courageous 
thing to do to walk out. 

Mr. Squires now moved an appropriation 
of $10,000, and Mr. Kidd amended it to 
$50,000. This motion was passed, and the 
meeting was adjourned.

Over $300,000 


Mutual savings banks throughout the 
state whose dividend periods come in June 
and July will release dividends amounting to 
about $20,000,000, either in money or addi 
tional credits in passbooks of depositors, 
representing earnings for the half-year ending 
June 30. Dividends of the local mutual sav- 
ings institution was in excess of $500,000.00 
he considerable sum ready for distribu 
tion to the 3,000,000 depositors in Massachu- 
setts mutual savings banks represents an 
important addition to the available supply 
of ready money. This year’s summer payment 
falls at a moment when the greatest need of 
business is a fluid movement of currency and 
the release of $20,000,000 at this time cannot 
fail to be of benefit 

It is an interesting fact that not a single 
institution among the 194 active mutual sav 
ings banks in Massachusetts will fail to pay 
its dividends this year. In fact, none of these 
institutions has omitted payment during the 
entire present period of depression, a record 
said to be unequalled by any other kind of 
institution in the state and perhaps in the 
country. 

The only difference present conditions have 
made to savings bank depositors in Massa 
chusetts is a slight reduction in dividend 
rates as a means of further increasing surplus 
accounts. Last year the average rate paid by 
all savings banks in the state was 4.58 per 
cent as compiled on December 31. Although 
the average has not been compiled for the 
first half of 1932 it will be nearer 4.25 per 
cent. At the same time the surplus accounts 
of the savings banks are increasing, thereby 
strengthening their back log of earnings. 
Officials of the savings banks report normal 
operations, with earnings maintained at the 
level of recent years, Dividends for the re 
mainder of 1932 are well in sight and in some 
cases partly earned for the next six months 
The total forthe year will be in the vicinity 
of $90,000,000, During three years of slacken 
ing business the mutual savings banks of 
Massachusetts have paid out more than 
$300,000,000 in dividends upon deposits in 
excess of $2,000,000,000.
